NEW CITZEN CALLS 
DEMOCRACY SHAM 


Paul Reps Says Mrs. W. K. Kava- 
naugh and Others Who Feted 
Him, Have Forgotten Him. 


FAMILY NOT ENTERTAINED 


Two Years After Naturalization 
Laborer’s Dream of No Class 
Distinction Ends. 


Paul J. Reps, a Lithuanian day labor- 
er, whose admission to citizenship in 
the United States was made a society 
event in St. Louis several years ag°9, 
when prominent West End women save 
a fete in his honor, to prove to him that 
there was no such thing as class distinc- 
tion in America, has become convinced, 
of ‘citizenship, that 
American democracy is a sham. He 
lives at 4419 Hunt avenue. 


The main consideration that brought 
him to this point of view, he says, is 
that Mrs. W. K. Kavanaugh, wife of the 
president of the Wiggins Ferry Co., who 
grranged the fete, has not invited him 
and his wife, a Bohemian woman, and 
his four little children to spend the sum- 
mer as guests at her summer home, 
Kenneth Castle, at Selma, Mo., on a 
high bluff overicoking the Mississippi. 

He also is disappointed because the 
women who honored him to prove their 
democracy, have refused to have him 
and his family as guests in their homes. 
Reps told his story to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Friday. 

He had been a subject of the Czar. 
He had heard and read much of Amer- 
ican democracy, but was skeptical. So, 
when he came to take out his final nat- 
uralization papers in the United States 
Court, he wrote to Mrs. W. K. Kava- 
naugh, informing her of the fact. 

In his letter Reps set forth that he 
had judged she must belong to the high- 
est social set in St. Louis from what he 
had read about her in the papers. He 
told her that he was going to become 
an American citizen. That it meant 
everything to him if all that the Con- 
stitution says is true, but that he 
doubted there was such an equality in 
America and insinuated that his citizéen- 
ship meant little to the persons in Mrs. 
Kavanaugh’s set. 

Reception in Hall. 

Mrs. Kavanaugh and a host of other 
prominent St. Louis women accepted 
Reps’ challenge. They hired a hall on 
Olive street, procured the services of 
noted St. Louis singers and gave a 
splendid celebration in honor of the new 
citizen. 

The change of Reps’ attitude towards 
democracy was discovered through a 
peculiarly worded want advertisement 
that he inserted in a newspaper Wednes- 
day. This advertisement read: 





PERSONAL—Deaconess or trustworthy per- 
son who expects to make trip through Si- 
beria; I would intrust to visit my brother, 
wealthy merchant, _ tell gospel to him 
and his children. R. J. Rens, 4419 Hunt av. 
Reps explained to the reporter that 
the purpose of the advertisement was 
to find some missionary or other reli- 
able person who might be traveling in 
the neighborhood of Camen, Siberia, and 
who would bring back .with her to 
America his niece, 15 years old, who 
desires to come here, 
Coming Against His Advice. 

Reps was careful to point out that it 
is in opposition to his advice that his 
niece is coming to the United States. 
He says his brother, the girl’s father. 
is a merchant of means at Camen, and 
that he also wanted to come to the 
United States, but he persuaded him 
not to do so. The brothers compro- 
mised by Reps agreeing that he would 
look after the Siberian brother's daugh- 
ter if she came to America.

BABY TAKES A SUN BATH 





If a Cow Is Employed, Depart- 
ment of Agriculture Will 
Not Inspect It. 


WASHINGTON, May 17.—Harvey W. 


Wiley Jr., for that is what his mother 
already has named him—weighs 9 
pounds and 6 ounces, and the hospital 
attendants and the mother’s physician 
declare both mother and child are doing 
splendidly. 

Dr. Wiley is 66 years young. When 
seen at his home here by the correspon- 
dent of the Post-Dispatch, Dr. Wiley 


said that according to the family Bible, 
Father Time had tolled off that many 
years, but that Dr. Young had disputed 
the question. 

Dr. Wiley, 
48 hours, was in exuberant spirits. He 
received congratulations in the spirit of 
26 and talked of his heir in the language 
of the nursery. 

“Congratulate me, well, 
yes,”’ said Dr. Wiley. 

Right here Dr. Wiley allowed a broad 
grin to wreath his entire face and said: 
“I’m going to stay here long enough, 
too, to start this boy onthe proper road 
to good health, education and clean liv- 
ing.” 

Harvey Jr. is a likely looking young- 
ster. When but seven hours of age a 
photographer took a flashlight picture 
of him and his father in the sun parlor 
of the Columbia Hospital. The embryo 
pure food expert had both eyes wide 
open, his fist doubled up and his feet 
,crossed. As the explosion from the 
flashlight resounded through the room 
the little fellow blinked his eye, and 
actually smiled. The picture shows it. 

The little man has eyes of the deepest 
brown, just like his daddy’s. 

Harvey Sr. Talks Baby Talk. 

Dr. Wiley expressed himself ds being 
“simply delighted’’ with his son. He 
caused’ much merriment among the 
nurses and attendants at the hospital as 
he took the child in his arms and talked 
“baby talk’’ to him. 

Dr. Wiley, at 3 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, just a bit more than two hours 
after Harvey Jr. came into the wor ld, 
drew up pure food regulations for the 
baby and his mother. 

“The best food in the world is what 
this young man is going to get,’ said 
Dr. Wiley. “It will be pure food, but 
without the approval of a. scientific 
board. This best food in the world for 
my baby and all. babies is its mother’s 
mil 

At this point Dr. Wiley again drew 
himself up to his full 6 feet 3 inches 
and said: 

“IT am a living testimonial of a breast 
baby. Pretty healthy specimen, hey?’ 

‘‘Where a mother is well and healthy, 
the purest food for an infant is its 
mother’s milk,’’ said Dr. Wiley, ‘‘and 
my baby shall get that until he is 
weaned, unless something happens to 
his mother. If his mother is not well 
or her milk does not agree with the 
baby, he will get the milk from the 
best cow—a cow that is absolutely 
healthy and free of all known diseases. 
The cow from which the milk. will be 
got will not have been te*.ed by the 
Department of Agriculture.” 

Dr. Wiley said that no doubt the ills 
of many babies were directly traceable 
to its food. 

“Mothers,” said Dr. Wiley, ‘‘should 
see that their milk is the healthiest be- 
fore giving it to children, and if it is 
not healthy they should get the best 
cow’s milk obtainable.” 

No Patent Foods for Harvey, 

There will be no patent foods for 
Master Wiley if Dr. Wiley has his way. 
In this case, Mrs. Wiley seconds Dr. 
Wiley’s baby diet, and says she will fol- 
iow her physician’s and Dr. Wiley’s di- 
rections. Dr. Wiley has a physician at- 
tending Mrs. Wiley who holds the same 
views as he does regarding the feeding 
of infants. 

Dr. Wiley did not stop at giving di- 
rections for the feeding of his baby. He 
started out by getting, the young citizen 
of the District of C olumbia and Indiana 
(for he has already declared him to be a 
Hoosier) to taking a sun bath. 

“Sun and fresh air are worth as much 
as food to a baby,” said Dr. Wiley. “In 
fact, sunshine and fresh air are really 
food and should be given a baby just 
as often and regularly as its food. My 
baby shall have plenty of both.” 

The first thing after the sun came out 
from behind some rain clouds Dr. Wiley 
carried his offspring from its mother’s’ 
room to the sun parlor of the hospital, 
and there the two sat and basked in the 
warm rays for several minutes. Every 
day that Mrs. Wiley is in the hospital 
Dr. Wiley will go there and for a few 
minutes have his son in the sun parlor.

WYTHEVILLE, Va., May 17.—Floyd 
Allen, first of the Hillsville mountain- 
re tried for the Carroll County Court- 
‘house murders, was found guilty here 
today and will pay the penalty of his 
crime in the electric chair at Richmond. 
The jury was out all night. 

Fioya Allen was charged specifically 
at this time with the murder of Com- 


monwealth Attorney Foster, prosecutor 
in the Carroll County Court at Hills- 
ville, last March, when the trial of Floyd 
Allen resulted in the killing of five per- 
sons—Presiding Judge Thorton L. Mas- 
s'e, Prosecutor William M. Foster, Sher- 
iff L. F. Webb, Miss Elizabeth Ayres 
and Juror Augustus Fowler. 

Arrests of several of the Allens fol- 
lowed the shooting, but five of the prin- 
cipals escaped to the mountains. Re- 
wards for their arrest resulted in three 
being taken, but Sidna Allen, leader of 
the clan, and Wesley Edwards, his 
nephew, still are at large. The other 
prisoners, it is expeted, will be tried 
immediately. 

When court opened today the jurors 
told of a number of: points of difference 
and said it was doubtful whether a 
verdict could be reached. Judge Staples 
declared the case was one of such mag- 
nitude he felt he must send the jury

Allen was cheerful to- 
day preceding the announcement of the 
verdict on expectation of a mistrial, but 
when the verdict was announced he re- 
lapsed into despair. 

There was barely a handful of persons 
in court. “Whether this was because of 
fear that the Allens might attempt to 
repeat the scene enacted at Hillsville is 
not known, but there was no reason for 
such fears. Armed detectives searched 
persons entering the courtroom.

“Tf asked Mrs. Kavanaugh why I 
should not meet her husband. He was 
an American citizen and so was I. Why 
couldn’t we be friends? She explained 
that he was very busy, but would be 
glad to be my friend. But I couldn’t get 
acquainted with him. 

“Mrs. Kavanaugh had said that she 
would have us all out at her summer 
home for a while. I thanked her and 
told her all right, that I would take my 
wife and the children antl we would 
visit her at the summer home. But she 
has never set a date for that summer- 
home visit. The summer passed and 
we didn’t get the invitation. 

Writes to Her Again, 

“When I saw the next summer com- 
ing and hadn’t received the invitation 
I wrote to Mrs. Kavanaugh. She re- 
plied that she had been away and a 
number of other things had kept her 
from having us out. Then I wrote 
again and told her that she didn’t want 
us because she didn’t really think we 
Were as good as her family.

He then. read a letter written by 
Judge Alphonse Taft, the Presi- 
dent’s father, saying that “the 
only danger lay in the use of Fed- 
eral patronage for the purpose of 
procuring a third consecutive 
term.”

WASHINGTON, May 17.—Out of the 
maze of claims and counter claims, 


Genials and disputes, as to the dele- 
gates to the national conventions al- 
ready chosen, there is this one fact that 
all agree upon: 

The result in Ohio will be fatal to 
somebody. 

Roosevelt boomers declare the Colonel 
can be nominated without Ohio, but 
that if Taft loses his home State, his 
cause is lost.

The Taft people profess to feel little 
uneasiness as to the result in Ohio, 
but they are. meking a most energetic 
campaign.

Roosevelt’s manager denies 
the President will have a majority _in 
the convention. even with Ohios 4 
votes.

Both Taft and Roosevelt claim the 
20 Mississippi delegates. Each side 
claims to have held the regular con- 
vention. Taft claims 18 from South 
Carolina, the total. delegation, while 
Roosevelt claims 14. Roaggevelt has been 
given notice of 164 contests, covering 
most of the.Southern States. He can- 
cedes Taft but 151 delegates, listing 
a4 @ uningtrdeted. “'Taft allows for 
‘no uminstructed delegates but Msts all 
as “instructed or pledged.’’ 

Claims for President. 

The following is the latest statement 
from the National Taft Bureau: 

“Washington State's 14 votes to the’ 
National convention go into the Taft 
column. In addition, Utah will send 
a solid Taft delegation of eight to Chi- 
cago. 

These 22 votes added to the Taft 
column today increase President Taft's 
total of de/egates to 525, and bring him 
within 15 votes of actual ¢ontrol of the 
National convention. Today Montana’s 
eight delegates will be added to ‘his 
column, reducing the number of dele- 
gates necessary to bring about his re- 
nomination to 7. Additional delegates 
yet tO be chosen in the Congressional 
District conventions in Texas and Ar- 
kansas will put the President in actual 
control of the convention, with the States 
of Ohio, New Jersey, Arizona, Idaho, 
North Carolina and South Dakota yet 
te be heard from. 

Situation in California. ~ 

“The loss of Washington and Utah to 
Mr, Roosevelt makes his chances of re- 
nomination etill further impossible. Mr. 
Roosevelt needs 249 delegates to nomi- 
nate and only 216 more remain to be 
elected. 

“President Taft carried the Fourth 
Congressional District of California, en- 
titling him, under the call of the Re- 
publican National Committee, to re- 
ceive the two votes from this district 
in the national convention. Under the 
primary law of California, the entire 
delegation from that State was elécted 
at large and on this preferential vote 
Mr. Roosevelt will receive the votes of 
the entire delegation, if the National 
Committee waives its rule in favor of 
the State law.” 

President Taft said in Ohio today: 

“I have not even considered the 
possibility of my failing to get the 
majority of delegates from Ohio. I 
have every reason to believe that my 
fellow citizens will instruct their rep. 
resentatives at Chicago to vote for me. 
But even if they should not do go I 
have no intention of withdrawing from 
the contest as long as there remain any 
delegates who favor my nomination. 

“So far as Justice Hughes is con- 
cerned, he has already spoken for him- 
self, and I believe, finally, in answer 
to requests from his friends as to his 
purpose In reference to the presidency.”

Miss Julia Holt of 930 Maryville ave-. 
nue, the first blind girl ever awarded a | 
scholarship in Washington University, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter Friday 
that upon being graduated she intended 
to devote her life to teaching the blind | 
with a view of lifting them out of the 
isolated world in which they live. She 
declared she wished to teach them to 
be as independent and self-reliant as 
other. people. 

Barred by the rules from the Missouri 
School for the Blind until she was 9 
years old, Miss Holt, at 20, has been 


and the Teachers’ College of the St. 
Louis public schools. Her remarkable 
talent attracted the attention of the 
Coliege Club of St. Louis, which awar4d- 
ea to her the Washington University 


“T shall take the full four years’ 
course in Washington University, but I 
expect to finish ft in three and one-half 
years an account of the credits I shall 
receive for the work done in the Teach- 
ers’ College,” Miss Holt said. “I want 
to prepare myself for teaching persons 
afflicted as I am. I have been blind 
since I was a year old. 

Can Better Appreciate Plight. 

“I feel that I can better appreciate 
and sympathize with the blind than per- 
sons who can see. Blind people now 
feel that they have to live in a world 
to themselves. They do not come in 
contact with the outside world, and 
many of them live within the 2arrow 
walls of public institutions. 

‘‘We are looked upon as dependents. 


ward us makes us feel that we are de- 
pengents. It has been my life’s ambi- 
tion to be independent, just as people 
are who have all their faculties, and I 
want to spend all my life trying to 
make people who are afflicted as I am 
feel the same way. 

“Blind persons can do many things 
just as well as those with eyes. Our 
work, though, is regarded by the public 
as freakish. A blind persons who can 
weave a better basket than a person 
with eyes is regarded as a genius. Asa 
matter of fact many blind persons are 
as adept workmen as those with eves. 

“The regulation barring blind children 
from the School for the Blind until they 
are 9 years old is wrong. It caused me 
to lose four years of the most impres- 
sionable period of my life. I wag kept 
out of school by the foolish notion that 
blind children are timid and need the 
care of their parents to a greater ex- 
tent than other children. I hope the 
time will soon come when blind children. 
will be admitted to schools and kinder- 
gartens, just as young as other chil- 
dren.”’ 

Miss Holt is the daughter of Mrs. 
James H. Holt. She was born in Louis- 
ville, and came with her parents to St. 
Louis. When she was a year old she 
lost her sight through illness. 

“I can find no adequate words to ex- 
press my gratitude to the College Club 
for offering me the Washington Univer- 
sity course,’’ she said. “I am eager-for 
September to come so that I can get to 
my studies again. The Braile system, 
which is really a shorthand system for 
the blind, will enable me to pursue my 
studies by touch just as readily and 
thoroughly as if I could see. I want to 
finish the course so that I can get back 
to the School for the Blind as a teacher. 
I taught one term there while taking 
the course in the Teacher’s College.”

LOSES HIS SUIT} 


Case of Alonzo C. Wright 
Against Col. Spencer and, 1st 
Infantry Ass’n. Thrown Out. 


POWDER BURNED AT SHOW 


Out of Date Artillery Piece Ex- 
ploded Prematurely at ‘“Shen- 
andoah”’ Matinee. 


The suit of Alonzo C. Wright against 
Col. E. J. Spencer and the First Infan- 


try Armory Association on account of 
injuries received by the plaintiff from 
the premature discharge of a cannon 
was taken from the jury by Circuit 
Judge Allen Thursday. 

Col. Spencer’s attorney, H. Chouteau 
Dyer, also an officer in the First Regi- 
ment, invoked the fellow-servant law 
and the court upheld him. The case 
had been appealed from the court of 
Justice of the Peace Spies, who award- 
ed a judgment in favor of the plaintiff 
for $75. 

Wright, as a member of Battery A., 
volunteered to help the First Regiment 
in its production of “Shenandoah” at 
the Odeon in May, 1911. At the matinee 
May 6, while Wright was serving an 
old piece of artillery, used in the Civil 
War, it was prematurely discharged, 
and he was powder burned on the right 
hand. He did not have on gauntlets 
and he said if he had been provided 
with these articles he probably would 
not have been hurt. 

Lieut. E. O. Sanguinet, in command of 
Battery A, testified for the plaintiff. He 
said that he had charge of the firing of 
the cannon, but that afternoon left it 
to Sergt. Stedman of the U. S. Army, 
while he sat in the audience. The Lieu- 
tenant said that when the explosion 
occurred he heard the ramrod which 
Wright had been using strike against 
the scenery. 

The cannon was directed at some 
“‘Confederates’’ and because of its pre- 
mature discharge several soldiers, it 
was testified, ‘‘died’’ sooner than 
planned. 

“Can’t Tell You, I’ve Got to Die.” 

Edward R. Niehaus of Battery A, one 
of the cannoneers, testified that the 
cannon was an old muzzle-loader. “I 
saw Wright ram the charge,”’ said Nie- 
haus, “and then the explosion  oc- 
curred. Some one said to me, ‘Wright 
was shot, but I haven’t: got time to tell 
you about it. I've got to die.’” 

While Lieut. Sanguinet was on the 
stand he got into a colloquy with At- 
torney Dyer as to whether Col. Spencer 
had eommand of Sergt. Stedman, a 
regular army soldier. The battery of- 
ficer first said that Stedman was under 
Col. Spencer’s control, but finally ad- 
mitted this would be so only on field of 
battle. It was conceded that in a place 
like the Odeon Spencer had ne jurisdic- 
tion over the army sergeant. 

Wright, in his petition, alleged that 
the defendants promised to pay what- 
ever the doctor and medicines cost on 
account of his injuries. This, he said, 
they failed to do.

NEW YORK, May 17.—Accused of be- 
ing engaged in a career of burglary 
which led to a killing, Francis Wesley 
Muehlfeldt, who was conducting a series 
of open-air evangelistic meetings, is 
under indictment here today for murder 
in the first degree. 

The “king of the New York automo- 
bile bandits’’ is the characterization of 
the prisoner by Deputy Police Commis- 
sioner Dougherty in alleging the re- 
markable case of dual personality. 

Muehlfeldt is charged with the mur- 
der of Patrick Burns, a saloon keeper of 
the borough of the Bronx, who was 
slain the night of Feb. 11 by a masked 
highwayman, who escaped in a taxicab. 
Burns was formerly chief of police of 
Findley, O. 

Headquarters detectives a week ago 
arrested Muehifeldt in Vineland, N. J., 
where he had obtained employment as 
an attendant in the New Jersey Home 
for Feeble Minded Boys and Girls. In 
his room the police found many books 
on criminology. Muehlfeldt, who is 2 
years old, recently married a young 
woman of social prominence.

‘KANGAROO’ COURT |

AFTER DRUMMOND 


Inmates Await Member of Mil- 
lionaire Family and Expect to 
Get Heavy “Fine.”

Chain Gang Work Imperative—| 
Lunch at Noon Is the Last 
Meal of the Day. 





Prisoners in the Clayton jail share the 
belief of St. Louis County officials that 
Charles R. Drummond, son of a rich to- 
bacco family, will soon surrender and 
become one of their number. As Was 
exclusively published in the Post-Dis- 
patch, Thursday, Drumond’s attorney 
has called on the officials to learn what 
might be the fugitive’s fate if he sur- 
rendered. Drummond has been a fugi- 
tive a year following violation of his 
parole after conviction of bigamy. 

The prisoners are anxious to welcome 
Drummond and to cite him before the 
mangaroo court which is a feature of 
Clayton jail life, and which no new 
prisoner can escape. : 

Charles H. Miller, who, like Drum- 
mond, violated a parole, and who is 
serving a six months’ sentence in jail, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter that the 
prisoners, for nearly a month, have 
been daily expecting Drummond. In- 
formation that Drummond was “coming 
in”. reached the prisoners in some un- 
derground way which the; will not dis- 
close. ms 


CharHe Called “A Live One.” 


“O, yes, we're waiting for Charlie,”’ 
said Miller. ‘‘We’ll be glad to see him, 
because they say he has lots of money. 
He’s a live One and We believe he will 
chip in for extra food and make things 
better for everybody here.” 

There are now 10 prisoners in the jail. 
Sometimes there are 40. Whites and 
blacks are not separated and under 
crowded conditions Drummond might 
have to share his cell with a negro. The 
portion of the jail to which he would be 
assigned as a convicted prisoner is on 
the first floor. ‘There are eight cells, 
each 6 feet square and 8 feet high. 

The cells are on either side of a cor- 
ridor 20 feet long and 6 feet wide. Pris- 
oners have the free use of this corridor 
day and night and are never locked in 
their cells unless they become unruly. 
Cell lights dre put out at 9 p. m., but 
9. light in the corridor burns all night. 
The prisoners sleep in hammocks sus- 
pended from the ceilings of their cells. 
There are always two men in a cell and 
sometimes eight. 

When a prisoner is taken into the 
jail,- he is at once cited before the 
Kangaroo Court, of which the other 
prisoners are members. He is charged 
with. breakirfg into jail and with dis- 
turbing the peace. The usual penalty is 
a fine ranging from 2% cents to $1. If 
the new prisoner cannot or will not pay 
the fine, he must work it out by doing 
all of the prison drudgery work. 


Must Clean Cells, Serve Meals. 


For a stated period the prisoner con- 
yicted by the Kangaroo Court must 
clean the cells and corridor, wash 
dishes, serve meals to the other prison- 
ers and perform similar tasks. 

Miller outlined the daily jail routine. 
The prisoners, he says, arise at 5 a. m. 
For half an hour they sing popular 
songs. Then they roll up their ham- 
mocks and take their turns washing m 
the single basin provided for that pur- 
pose. 

At 7 a. m. they have their breakfast, 
consisting of a thick slice of dry bread, 
a three-inch section of bologna sausage 
and a cup of black coffee. After break- 
fast they exercise in the corridor or 
hold kangaroo court until 8:3 a. m., 
when the chain-gang is made up. 

No prisoner can escape duty on the 
chain gang unless he is too ill to work. 
When the number of prisoners is large. 
only 10 each day are placed in the 
gang. Before they are taken out, each 
prisoner’s feet are fastened together 
with a chain 14 inches long. 

Members of the gang work 
county roads, break rock, mow the 
courthouse lawns or chop trees. Jatler 
George Kern stands over them with a 
loaded rifle. 

Automobilists on the public road often 
stop and curiously gaze at the men at 
work. 

Last Meal of Day at Noon, 

At noon they have a luncheon consist- 
ing of a cup of soup, a piece of boiled 
beef or pork, a dish-of beans or peas 
and a cup of coffee. On rare occasions 
they have pudding. This is the last 
meal of the day. There is no supper. 
Those who wish to eat in the evening 
must save out some of their luncheon. 

Prisoners who can afford to do so are 
permitted to buy food at the Clayton 
stores. Trusties execute these errands. 
It is a rule of the jail that all delicacies 
brought to prisoners by friends or rela- 
tives must be divided wih the other 
prisoners. This applies also to tebacco 
and cigars. 

If a prisoner violates this rule or 
shows a disposition to be stingy, the 
ether prisoners refuse to associate with 
‘him and seize every opportunity to 
make jail life doubly unpleasant for 
him. 

The county authorities refused to dis- 
cuss further the rumor that Drummond 
is in or near St. Louis and is ready to 
surrender. Prosecutor Mills repeated his 
statement that he will not recommend 
clemency or consider a secon 
antil Drummond has served a 
part of his jail sentence.

CHEYENNE, Wyo., May 17.—For the 


first time in the history of Wyoming, 
which was the first State to grant suf- 
frage to women, a woman has been 
elected Mayor of a municipality. The 
victorious woman is Mrs. Susie Wissler, 
& widow, and the town is Dayton, an 


incorporated village of 300 inhabitants, 
locted in ‘the central part of Sheridan 


) County, Northern Wyoming. A majority 


of the voters are women. 


elected on an independent ticket, de- 
feating strong candidates on the Demo- 
cratic and Republican tickets. 

Dayton for years has been a wide- 
open town, and the men elected to of- 
fice have failed to curb the gambling 
and the saloons, but this Mrs. Wissler 
has promised to do, and has already 
selected an anti-saloon man for marshal. 
The male officials claimed their busi- 
ness would suffer if they enforced the 
law, but Mrs. Wissler has no business 
ties. She has been promised the .sup- 
port of the law-abiding citizens. 

Their Influence Counts. 
Although the women of Wyoming were 
the first in the United States to enjoy 
the privileges of suffrage and this year 
was the twenty-second year of suffrage 
in this State, they have seldom exer- 
cised their prerogatives, either in the 
primaries or on election day, but when 
they have, their influence has counted. 
As a rule, the mother, sister or daughter 
votes according to the views of the hus- 
band, brother or father, but occasional- 
ly the women make their influence for 
good felt, and, with one or two excep- 
tions, the object of their attack has 
been defeated, for in addition to their 
own votes, they wield on these occa- 
sions an influence over the male vote. 


vote for several years before they 
evinced any interest in politics, but in 
1895 Miss Estelle Reel, now United 
States Superintendent of Indian Schools 
at Washington, was nominated on the 
Republican ticket for State Superinten- 
Gent of Public Instruction, having suc- 
cessfully served two terms as County 
Superintendent of Schools, which was 
the first public office to be filled by a 
woman in Wyoming, and which is now 
administered exclusively by women in 
ali counties in the State. 

Beats Man Three to One. 
Miss Reel, who was popular, and a 
brilliant orator, campaigned the State, 
and aroused the women to action, point- 
ing out the many benefits to be obtained 
by them through the exercise of their 
rights of suffrage. 
Miss Reel was opposed by one of the 
strongest men in the Democratic party, 
but she defeated him three to one. She 
held the office three successive terms, 
and was then appointed to ber present 
position in the Indian Department. 


and he was elected over Mrs. Mary Bel- 
lamy on the Democratic ticket. He was 
renominated, and again defeated Mrs. 
Bellamy, whe again ran on the Demo- 
cratic ticket. 
Five years ago the Republicans nomi- 
nated a man for the office, and the 
Defnocrats put up their strongest man, 
the Republicans again winning. A year 
ago the Democrats nominated Miss Rose 
Bird, and she defeated the Republican 
nominee. 
The success of women candidates for 
the office of County Superintendent 
gives them a clear field for this office, 
for men cannot be found who will make 
the race against them. 

No Women Bosses. 
Thus far no women bosses have ap- 
peared, and while Mrs. Bellamy has 


women have filled the office of State 
Superintendent, and occasionally a wom- 
an serves on a jury, they appear to have 
no ambition to lead and apparently are 
content to elect members of their own 
sex to office. 

The presence of women in the cam- 
paigns and at the polling places un- 
doubtedly exerts an influence for good. 
Wyoming is heartily in favor of wom- 
an suffrage, and politicians of all par- 
ties here believe the day is near when

John* Z. White and Other Au- 
thorities Heard on Subject at 
Annual, Banquet. 


AMENDMENT DENOUNCED 


Festus J. Wade Says Realty As- 
sessment Is Principal Fault 
in Missouri. 








The proposed single tax amendment 
to the Missouri Constitution, to be voted 
on at the November election, was dis- 
cussed from both sides at the annual 
installation banquet of the Real Estate 
Exchange in the City Club Thursday 
night. Judging from the applause that 


greeted the various speakers, the real} 


estate men will oppose the amendment. 

John Z.. White of Chicago, a repre- 
sentative of the Equitable Taxation 
League, said a city had been built “in 


a mudhole” across the river from St. 
Louis because the Illinois tax rates 
were more favorable to manufacturers 
than those of Missourl. Pullman estab- 
lished his car shops near Chicago, White 
declared, to avoid the tax Missouri 
levies on industry. 

Festus J. Wade was called on to an- 
swer White. He said he recalled the 
time Pullman canvassed St. Louis for a 
possible site for the car works. The 
shops finally were built near Cnicago, 
hé said, because that was Pullman’s 
homie, The principal fault with the Mis- 
souril tax laws, Wade said, is that &t. 
Louis and Kansas City are obliged to 
assess real estate at a high rate in 
order to meet municipal expenses, while 
in the country districts the ratio of as- 
sessment to actual value is small, 

A. H. Frederick said the plan to tax 
no other industry than the manufacture 
of malt, spiritous and vinous liquors, 
as proposed in the amendment, is a base 
appeal to. prohibition sentiment for 
which the amendment should be de- 
feated. Prof. A. A. Young of Washing- 
ton University, whose report on the 
amendment to the Civic League caused 
the League to indose the amendment, 
spoke in defense of the single tax the- 
ory. 

W. A. Ferree, in his address on ‘‘Real 
Estate Publicity,’’ said real estate men 
should display their newspaper advertis- 
ing more attractively. Maclyn Arbuckle, 
a St. Louis actor, now playing at the 
Columbia Theater, told funny stories, 
and several young men sang.

PUBLIC ADMINISTRATOR’S FEES. 

One candidate for Public Administrator, F. B. 
Ruhr, shows his discernment of public opinion 
on the fee system by a pledge that, if elected, all 
profits in excess of $5000 a year shall be turned 
into the city treasury. All candidates for Admin- 
istrator should make their campaign on this plat- 
form. Those who refuse will be at a disadvan- 
tage. Voters must have assurance that the next 
incumbent of this office will help rather than 
resist the passage of a law substituting salary for 
fees.

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THE NOVELIST OF THE VALLEY. 

In accepting as a gift the home of Mark Twain’s 
boyhood, the city of Hannibal has also accept- 
ed a responsibility which makes certain the pres- 
ervation of probably the most interesting memo- 
rial in Missouri. It is well to remember that 
Samuel Langhorne Clemens, who as “Mark 
Twain” became a world figure in the literature 
which uses English as its vehicle of expression, 
was a Missourian not merely by birth, but in his 
profoundest moral characteristics. That remark- 
able union of mirth and melancholy which was 
the basic element of his nature has always been 
& marked feature in the psychology of Missouri- 
ans. Behind the mask of an almost Spanish 
gravity, Mark Twain hid the most genial humor 
mithat has yet found utterance in this Western 
World. More and more men are coming to see 
that Mark Twain was the Cervantes of Ameri- 
ca. The best critical opinion is showing a grow- 
ing tendency to regard him as above all things 
else a novelist. His reputation will, it is confi- 
dently believed, finally rest upon four books. 
They are the three Mississippi Valley novels, 
“The Adventures of Tom Sawyer,” “Huckleberry 
Finn,” “Pudd’nhead Wilson,” and that marvelous 
satirical romance, “A Connecticut Yankee at King 
Arthur’s Court.” 

The Mississippi Valley stories represent high 
achievement in American fietion, and they are 
saturated with the spirit of the Missouri of 
half a century ago. Hawthorne succeeded in 
visualizing the Puritanism of generations long 
dead, but Mark Twain gave artistic form and per-
